IWsouie years past n Inw has been on the statute book under which 


'the btate is authorized to pay half the expense- of 
maiiilaining . such 


industrial schools. Most of the large cities of the state have already taken 
advantage of that act so thai [here are today 23 industrial schools of 
\oripus kmds.under^successful opcnition.j._Thc,city._Qf.Lowell.hnsnnl yet 
made any attempt-to establish an industrial'.school; ancT for this reason the 
children graduating from our grammar schools have not, as good -oppor- 
tunities for industrial {mining as have those-of olheiVeitics 


Wbnt we want in Lowell is an industrial high school which the gram- 


mar giaduates can enter for the purpose of'acquiring some trade. • So 
many schools of different varieties have, been-established throughout the 
state that no experimentation is necessary. It would be an easy matter 
to decide -what is best adapted lo Lowell. 
\Ve require a diversity of 


industries so that Ihe courses to be provided need nol be confined lo tex- 


tiles, 
The Lawrence school has n textile nrts course suited for the mill 


woi'kcis. It has nlso a mechanics arts course with courses in machine 
shop work, electric work, drafting and oilier branches, while there is a 
comprehensive course for girls including ample instruction in several trades. 
The evening courses arc quite varied and adapted nininly to the needs of 
the mill workers. 
Altogether they provide opportunities for the hoy who 


, 
does not, care or cannot afford to go to the high school. 


The book education does not enable them to earn a living nnd serves 


iho ieal purpose only of those who pass on to college. 
Speaking of this 


iort of education, ex-President Eliot has said that be can get at any tiuie 
any number of men with college training ready to do a stupendous amount 
of literary research for ,$GOO or $700 a year.

The city of Lowell is being left behind in this matter of industrial edu- 


cation. 
It was naturally supposed thnt the Textile school would afford 


importunities to the pupils of Lowell who did not cure to go to the high 
school. 
Such, however, is not (ho case. 'The high cost of day tuition 


places thnt school above their reach, while the evening classes which arc 
free to Lowell residents are above the heads of most of the mill opera- 
tives who need opportunities for self-improvement.

The senate substituted 
for this measure another, tho Green- 
wood bill, which placed the appointing 
of experts In the hands of a committee 
consisting of the

and the 


senate and house chairmen of ways 
and means, and also stipulated 
that 


any reports made 
by 
these 
experts 


should be in the hands of (hese chair- 
men as well as the governor. 


The compromise bill gives the gov- 


ernor alone the right to employ such 
persons ns he desires to nmke Investi- 
gations, but provides that copies of 
their reports must be given also to tho 
executive council and the legislative 
committee on ways and means. 
The 


bill Is entitled "an act to authorize tha 
governor to obtain certain Informa- 
tion." 


After the senate adopted the bill It 


was sent to the lower branch for con- 
currence, but the houso had adjourned 
before It was received.

Garland, who Is 26 years old, had a 


wife and child and a- homo In Milford, 
... H., when he went away. He re- 
ceived a letter while In New York from 
a friend of his wife's, saying that the 
latter had taken the child and gone for 
parts unknown. Garland said lie would 
make no effort to locate the missing 
family 
his principal grievance being 


against the shipping agent, who he 
says shanghaied him and whom he in;
